A half hour later, ‘‘Bullet maker B” 
calls, to change his ad. ‘‘Wow, Dave, 
Dudeley Dimwit just missed setting anew 
record with my bullets at the big match at 
West Sunken last week. | mean, he blew 
off the field, nobody within a country mile 
of him.”’ 


“Hey, that’s great .... I’m really glad 
for you. Now, what change do you wantin 
your ad?”’. 


“Dave, I’ve only got 10,000 of that lot 
of jackets left. Greatest lot I’ve ever 
checked out. Say the word, and I'll put a 
thousand aside for you.”’ 

“Hmm .... maybe | ought to get a 
thousand, if the jackets are that unusually 
good. Send me a thousand. How much 
should | make the check out for?’’. 

At that point | took the phone off the 
hook, and went to bed. I’m lying there in 
the darkness, staring at the ceiling, and 
thinking... . “how did | manage to spend 
three hundred dollars in the last hour, 
anyway?’’.

THE PPC ENTERS ITS SECOND DECADE 


In the 1985 Super Shoot, which con- 
tested the unlimited class, as well as the 
perennially popular heavy varmint class, 
there were a total of forty “top 20” patch- 
es given out; twenty for each class. 
Thirty-five of the forty went to users of 
PPC brass. 

The NBRSA Nationals, in Midland, 
Texas contested all four of the recog- 
nized classes, and thus there were eighty 
“top 20” patches to distribute. Seventy 
one went to the PPC basic case. 

The IBS Nationals, at Johnstown, New 
York contested three classes, and had 
sixty patches to bestow upon the assem- 
bled multitude. Fifty seven went to the 
guys with Sako brass in their loading 
blocks. All twenty patches in the heavy 
varmint class went to the 6PPC users, 
period. 

For those who delight in figures, that’s 
163 out of a possible 180 ... approxi- 
mately 90.5% PPC users in the big three 
matches of 1985. 

In the year of 1986, the PPC cartridge 
dominates the ultimate accuracy sport as 
convincingly as did the .222 family a dec- 
ade before. Invariably, in all things, the old 
gives way to the new. 

Conceived in 1974, and brought into 
the (shooting) world in 1975 by Dr. Lou 
Palmisano and Ferris Pindell (the P and 
the P of “Palmisano Pindell Cartridge”), 
the year 1986 will see cartridge case num- 
ber 1,000,000 imported into the United 
States (all cartridge cases have been 
made by Sako, in Finland. . . because, to 
date the U.S. arms factories and ammuni- 
tion plants have exhibited their custom- 
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ary disdain for anything not developed by 
their plant’s engineers). 

Surely the PPC is the benchrest 
shooter’s darling in the Year of Grace 
1986. For ten years now the benchrest 
world has embraced the PPC cartridge, 
and held it closely to its bosom. The fact 
that the outside world knew little of the 
cartridge, and even less of its abilities, 
bothered the clan not a whit. The limited 
numbers of benchrest shooters have al- 
ways regarded “everyone else” as ... 
well, The Great Unwashed, and have re- 
mained true to one basic, fundamental be- 
lief. . .if anything worth a hootis to be de- 
veloped in the accuracy world, it will 
undoubtedly come from within the 
benchrest world ... and hence it’s just a 
waste of time to look elsewhere. 

Provincial? Insular? Self-serving? Nar- 
row minded? To all four ... the answer 
has tobe... yes. But... wrong? The an- 
swer has to be... NO. 

The three great, even epochal, devel- 
opments in accuracy cartridges of the last 
forty years... the .219 Wasp(Gipson and 
Donaldson), the .222 Remington (Mike 
Walker), and now the PPC (Palmisano 
and Pindell) ... all came from the 
benchrest world. All other great strides in 
the improvement of accuracy came from 
within, not from without. Consider ... 
button rifling of stainless steel barrels) 
Clyde Hart and Mike Walker), the expand- 
up method of match bullet making (Jonas 
Hallgrimmson, and Biehler and Astles), 
the short, internal adjustment, high power 
scope (Lyman, following the lead of Wally 
Seibert), sleeving of actions (Ted

Boughton), fiberglass stocks (Chet 
Brown and Lee Six), superior bore clean- 
ing methods (Shooters Choice, Gold Me- 
dallion, following a train of thought whose 
most vocal exponent was Fred Sinclair). 

Well, dear reader, as we said earlier... 
the old invariably gives way to the new. 
Unless, of course, the old is technologi- 
cally updated by someone who knows 
what he is about. 

And, dear reader, as we also said earli- 
er ... the manufacture of sporting rifles 
chambered for the PPC, the outstanding 
accuracy cartridge of the era, has been an 
idea that the U.S. arms factories have 
looked down their patrician noses at. 
Thus the idea of ever seeing factory arms 
of quality seems beyond our dreams. Un- 
less, of course, someone with the perse- 
verance of an angry Cape Buffalo gets a 
trifle pig headed about the idea, and is in- 
clined to lay a goodly sized pile of folding 
money on the executive desk of an arms 
factory. Less eloquent individuals know 
this as “putting one’s money where one’s 
mouth is”, a term in frequent usage at 
horse race tracks. 

The two qualifications immediately 
above appear to be an epitaph for the 
PPC; it is quaint to introduce epitaphs 
when the subject is at the peak of its 
power, its usage, and its acceptance... 
certainly. Still ... surely without updat- 
ing, and without factory acceptance... 
the PPC would remain king in the 
benchrest world. . . but, as worlds go, itis 
undeniably a small world. And, for how 
long . . . before a new tough kid appeared 
on the block? 

The editor's admittedly personal opin- 
ion is that Lou Palmisano today is the 
leading theoretician in the field of rifle ac- 
curacy; apost vacant since the retirement 
of Mike Walker from Remington. When a 
shot goes out of the group for the man-in- 
the street benchrest shooter, he wonders 
“Why?” ... with the intent of not letting 
that happen to HIM again. When it hap- 
pens to Lou Palmisano, he also wonders 
“Why?” ... but in a bigger sense .. . that 
such things should not happen to US, in 
our sport. A subtle distinction perhaps, 
but it is characteristic of the difference in 
thought process between the factory line 
worker ... and the corporate president. 
Each has his thoughts, each dreams his 
dreams ... but one dreams on a larger, 
grander scale. And Lou Palmisano has

addressed our two enumerated concerns 
about the PPC future... and what he has 
accomplished, in 1985, may rival or even 
surpass what he and Ferris Pindell ac- 
complished back in 1975, when they 
stood the accuracy world on its collective 
ear. 

First, the cartridge itself. William C. 
Davis, Jr., of Wellsboro, Pennsylvania, 
formerly a supervising ballistics engineer 
at Aberdeen Proving Grounds, and nowa 
consulting professional engineer, has 


been retained for technical expertise. 
Among other tasks at hand at present 
are: 

— Amild redesign of the present PPC 
cartridge, with the primary intent of 
strengthening the head area, and thus re- 
ducing the case expansion in this area 
(brought about by the penchant for hot 
loads of the benchrest clan). 

— Awaiting the arrival of the 1.750 inch 
“magnum” PPC from Sako. When the 
Sako presses start their pounding, turn-

ing out the new cases, the thickness and 
weight of the brass “coin” are important. 
It must be exactly the right amount of 
brass; if too light, then there is not enough 
with which to correctly form the case. 
Conversely, too much of a “coin” would 
have its own set of problems. At present, 
Sako feels that they have an adequate 
supply on hand of a “coin” that will be just 
right for the magnum version. If that coin 
is determined to be, once the manufactur- 
ing starts, a bit too much or toolittle, there 
will be a delay until an exactly right slug 
can be made available. 

— Awaiting the arrival of the 2.00 inch 
“silhouette” PPC from Sako. All of the 
above comments apply, except that in 
this case, Sako knows that a new blank 
coin will have to be made, as they have 
nothing in stock that is close to the need- 
ed size. 

— Development of a new bullet, a 105 
grain, 6mm boat tail bullet . . . for which 
the jackets are currently on order from J4, 
and the carbide dies from a maker whose 
name | am pledged to secrecy on (please 
note that it is not the editor). The bullet will 
be approximately 1.200 inch long. Obvi- 
ously the PPC Corporation is looking 
ahead to the existence of their two new, 
longer cases, and looking for an accuracy 
bullet to really buck the wind. 

As an aside, future PPC cases from 
Sako, after the present inventory is ex- 
hausted, will come with a 6mm necking, 
rather than the present .224 size. As are- 
sult, we will be spared the necking up 
process for the 6PPC. Both the magnum 
and the silhouette models will come from 
Sako with 6mm size necks. 

At the NRA Show in New Orleans at the 
end of April, the PPC Corporation will be 
exhibiting the following: 

— Factory (Sako) loaded and boxed 6 
PPC ammo. The 70 grain Sierra boat-tail 
match bullet will be used, and CCl 
benchrest primers. The powder em- 
ployed will be either Norma 201, ora Sako 
powder, designated as #130. 

— Four Sako factory rifles, in 6mm 
chambering. One will have a varmint 
weight barrel, one a target weight barrel, 
and two will have standard weight bar- 
rels. All barrels will be hammer forged. 
Plans are to have available, for public sale 
shortly thereafter, both .22 and 6PPC ri- 
fles, in either walnut or fiberglass stocks, 
and in choice of either standard or heavy 
barrels. 

There are many other plans afoot that 
the editor has promised to keep his big fat 
mouth shut on. At this point however, we 
should have made our point ... that the 
PPC will be a tough act to displace . . . in 
this century. Forget this decade ... 
they’ve got that “locked.”

Shooters Choice - bore cleaner (see their 
ad in this issue) now has an all weather 
gun grease in a syringe type setup, which 
testing shows effective from - 65°F to

anywhere else. 

In the bullet world, | know that Walt 
Berger is getting a lot of orders for his 80 
grain 6MM bullets, a relatively recent ad- 
dition to his line.

In the barrel field, H & S Precision has 
turned out a few barrels in recent days 
that have been almighty formidable in the 
hands of a few Western shooters. Good 
to have that outfit return to the accuracy 
game seriously. 

Neil Jones, of Custom Products, has a 
nifty new bullet seater that looks top- 
flight. Rick Hornbeck will be reviewing it 
next month, so I'll shutup and say no 
more. 

Finally, Kenny Jarrett has been added 
to the listing of PS columnists, with the of- 
ficial designation of ‘‘The Swamp Fox”’.

(Editor: T.J. Jackson’s landmark article 
in the past October issue was, by a wide 
margin, the 1985 article that drew the 
most response and the most reaction. In- 
credibly, it was all favorable. | don’t know 
whether it was a matter of an idea whose 
time had come, and merely needed to be 
well expressed and documented by one 
whose opinions were widely respected 
... Or if it was a case of all those con- 
founded Texans sticking together on a 
contentious matter. For whatever the rea- 
son, we got a big bunch of letters asking 
for “more input from T.J. Jackson.” 

Now, getting T.J. Jackson to put pen to 
paper is not the easiest thing in the world. 
One has to resort to trickery and decep- 
tion, with a bit of subterfuge thrown in for 
good measure. About this time the editor 
discovered that his gun room did not in- 
clude a 6BR Rifle. What better choice 
than T.J. Jackson, a skilled gunsmith by 
all accounts, and a gentleman who has 
spent years in his quest for improving the 
BR’s tendencies to be a bit of a stinker to 
work with. Off to Texas went a Hart 1A 
actioned heavy varmint rifle (The exact 
address is 11803 Indian Head Drive, Aus- 
tin, Texas 78753). The accompanying let- 
ter said something to the effect of “Look, | 
can't possibly go through your incredibly 
complicated case perfection process, 
such as you do for your own guns (primar- 
ily because | am a mechanical idiot) that 
you described on page 9 of the October 
issue. Form them, and do the best you can

with the cases, please.” Those familiar 
with the original Jackson article will recall 
that the process requires neck boring, 
outside neck turning, firing, squaring the 
bases, firing again, and then a final neck 
cut. There is a human sacrifice some- 
where in the process; not sure exactly 
where. A medieval scholar, on reviewing 
TJ’s process, expressed surprise that it 
so closely followed the traditional rites of 
the exorcism ceremony. When you think 
about it though . . . the desired end result 
is roughly the same. 

This promptly drew a growl from the 
general direction of Austin, Texas. “Look, 
| don’t do this work for customers; it’s too 
complicated. But with my luck, I'll go 
down in benchrest history as the gun- 
smith that blew the confounded editor’s 
head off, caused by some mishap when 
you were trying to do the case work. I’m 
going to make an exception, and do these 
cases right for you.” (And there are some 
who think that being a known mechanical 
incompetent does not have its own 
rewards!) 

Not being satisfied with such generosi- 
ty, the editor then proceeded to get the 
greatest concession of all... T.J. would 
write a letter, to accompany the gun, ex- 
plaining what he had done, and what the 
editor should, or should not do with the 
finished product. The letter, as well as the 
gun, are both here. The letter will be of- 
fered to the Hallof Fame... gettingit was 
my greatest accomplishment).

Dear Dave, 

You should have received your 6BR 
rifle by now. In re-reading your letter that 
you sent with the gun, you said that you 
wanted the finished gun to reflect my 
ideas on how a gun should be set up. This 
particular gun is a glue in, and it seems to 
shoot okay, but | am not fond of glue ins. 
In the Houston warehouse, we found that 
about 9 out of 10 glue in guns that we test- 
ed there were “throwing” a shot during 
the firing of the group. Not throwing them 
a mile, but enough to make an .050 group 
into a .125 group. The most interesting 
thing found was that the particular gun 
would throw the shot exactly the same 
distance and direction time after time. 
The .050 to .125 is offered only as an ex- 
ample. A less accurate rifle might be 
throwing its flyer from a .100 group out to 
.275 for instance. 

Your firing pin protrusion is now set at 
.049”. The spring tension was 25 #1”, 
which is on the strong side, but okay. I no- 
ticed that the trigger pin holes in this ac- 
tion are placed too far aft. This causes a 
hard bolt closure, because you are com- 
pressing the spring about .060” more 
than is necessary when you close the 
bolt. It won’t affect accuracy; just a 
nuisance. 

| do not have a surface grinder, so did 
not correct this condition. On my own 
guns | free hand grind the engaging sur- 
face on the cocking piece to get a mini- 
mum lift when the bolt is closed. It does 
however look like hell, so | don’t do it on 
customers guns. 

You have, together with the gun, an 
MTM box of finished BR cases. In the in- 
terests of amusing myself, and be- 
deviling the editor, | have marked the 
heads of the five cases with the very best 
wall thickness, measured near the base, 
with one color. The five worst cases with 
a different color. Only problem is that I’m 
not telling you which is which. And I’m 
going to look forward to hearing whether 
you can figure it out from testing on the 
targets. 

If you shoot this gun at PPE velocities, 
you will probably never need to full length 
size. If you start shooting it hot, you will 
need to full length resize when the bolt 
gets overly tight. 

| have only billed you for the items on 
which | had set a price when discussing 
the job with you earlier. That is the way | 
handle things with my customers. There 
was a comment by someone in P.S. sev- 
eral years back; as I recallit, itstartedas a 
pat on the back for benchrest gunsmiths 
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in general, but a slap at one (un-named) 
gunsmith for price gouging. | often have 
wondered what the fellow’s exact sin 
was. Probably some poor fool who was 
trying to make a living at it, and who may 
have committed the indiscretion of charg- 
ing for what his time was really worth. 

| wonder if the benchrest shooters real- 
ize what a bargain they are really getting 
from benchrest gunsmiths? Almost to a 
man, they are folks with another source of 
income (retirement, full time job in another 
profession, etc.). They do it as a labor of 
love, and they take the time (or should | 
say. . .donate the time) to do the job right 
... knowing that if they actually charged 
for the right amount of time, at a proper 
rate for skilled work ... they would be 
characterized as price gougers. So on 
many items, they end up charging less per 
hour than a wet back gets for digging a 
ditch. 

Have you ever had a plumber or an elec- 
trician out lately? A good example is 
found in car repairs. | took my wife’s car in 
last month; one of the windows was re- 
fusing to go up and down. From the time 
that the girl in short shorts walked up to 
me, still in the car, to write up the work 
order until the time | had paid my bill and 
driven off was a grand total of 45 minutes. 
But the flat rate book said the job was an 
hour and a half. So my bill (no parts) for 
labor at $42.00 per hour was $63.00. 

What | am trying to say ... if you can 
find a gunsmith that will take the needed 
time to find the fly specks in the pepper, 
treasure him. | had thought, in the back of 
my mind, that you were the author of that 
sentiment that had gotten under my hide, 
but | just re-read all your editorials, and 
now | guess it wasn’t you. 

(Editor: In my own defense, it wasn’t 
me. It might well be before | started edit- 
ing. In the last few years, I’ve had gun- 

_ smithing work by Seely Masker, Harold 
Broughton, Dale Hutcherson, John Am- 
bler, T.J. Jackson and Clay Spencer. | 
want the gun to shoot well, and | want 
craftsmanship to accomplish that end. | 
do not nit-pick gunsmith’s bills. About the 
silliest thing | can think of is to choose a 
gunsmith on the basis of what he charges 
for one specific job, compared to what an- 
other gunsmith might charge for the same 
job. When you have found a gunsmith 
who frets and fusses over your rifle as if it 
were his very own gun... don’t look any 
further; you’re in the right place. | honestly 
cannot tell you what any of those six gun- 
smiths charges to chamber a rifle. It’s far 
down my priority list .. . quality is at the 
top of the list). 

There is a small item on your bill, that | 
will use as a fer-instance. It says ... 
“Epoxy bases and lap rings ... no 
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charge.” One might be inclined to say . . . 
“Big deal.” Please don’t say that. . . todo 
it right is no ten minute deal. 

The scope should be mounted so that 
you are looking through the center of the 
optics. Any amount of adjustments out of 
center will cause a loss of definition. If you 
adjust out toward the limits of the adjust- 
ment, the spring tension gets weaker, and 
can lead to movement between shots. If 
you throw a set of bases on your action, 
put on a set of production made rings, 
slap in a scope and tighten it down, you 
are sure to be putting torque onto the ac- 
tion. This acts just like bad bedding. In 
this instance the only difference is that the 
bad bedding is on the top of the action. 

Step by step, here is how | go about 
mounting a scope on a benchrest rifle: 

#1) Shoot the gun at 200 yards, and 
get a good, no wind, zero. 


#2) Put the gun ina padded vise, and 
install a collimator in muzzle end. 

#8) Record the exact position of the 
dot or x-wire. The collimator must not be 
moved until completion of the project. 

#4) Remove the scope and get the 
adjustments to the center of travel. Be 
careful not to force the adjustment too 
hard in the inward direction. You could 
damage the scope. 

#5) Roll the scope on V-blocks. In a 
pinch, notches on the side of a cardboard 
breakfast cereal box will do. The dot or 
x-wire should stay almost stationary 
when rolled, and focused on a distant ob- 
ject. Ifit moves in alarge circle, you proba- 
bly have a bent scope tube. 

#6) Loosen base screws until bases 
can be moved side to side. 

#7) Re-install the scope.

#8) Looking at the collimator, move 
the scope back and forth, trying to get 
back to the exact picture recorded in step 
#3 above. It probably won't. 

#9) If it won’t change the two rings, 
front to back, and vice versa. Repeat the 
above, and note which ring position 
brings you closest to your step #3 set- 
ting, and install the rings in that position. If 
you still are nowhere near there, and if 
your action uses the same bases front 
and rear, try switching them around, and 
see if that improves things. 

#10) If you are still not there, figure out 
which side of the base holes must be egg 
shaped to get the desired sight picture. | 
do this on a mill, but it can be done with a 
small swiss pattern rat-tail file. 

#11) Remove the bases, and de- 
grease the bottom of the bases, as well as 
the mating surfaces on the action. | use 
mek for this. Apply release agent to base 
screws (I myself use an old style caranuba 
paste car wax). 

#12) Mix a small batch of two part 
epoxy which sets up rock hard. Don’t use 
the 5 minute kind; it sets up too fast. | use 
duro plastic steel. 

#13) With a small applicator, apply 
epoxy to the base area of the action. At- 
tach the bases. Leave the screws loose. 
Pull up until epoxy starts oozing at the 
edges. Attach the scope (rings already on 
scope, in proper position). The pattern of 
oozing will amaze you. Shift scope until 
you get the picture that you recorded in 
step #3. Clean up the excess epoxy. Use 
Q-tips moistened with Hoppes. 

#14) | then loosen the screws gently in 
the top caps, and re-tighten. This allows 
the scope tube to re-align itself in the 
rings.

#15) Recheck the sight picture and 
shift the assembly as needed. Repeat 
above as necessary. Re-clean excess 
epoxy as necessary. 

#16) You can relax a bit now. Howev- 
er, for the next couple of hours, while the 
epoxy is still soft, periodically recheck the 
sight picture, and gently shift the assem- 
bly to regain the desired sight picture. A 
word of warning; be sure that the temper- 
ature is at least 70°, or epoxy may not set 
up rock hard. | save the excess from the 
epoxy mix, and check for hardness. After 
it has set up to the point where it will snap 
when bent, | give the job another twelve 
hours, to insure that the epoxy under the 
bases has fully set. Remove scope and 
mounts, and tighten the base screws 
firmly. 

#17) You think you are finished? Not 
so. Remove the top half of the rings, and 
the scope. The bottom half of the rings 
should not be removed for any reason 
hereafter. | now proceed to lap in the 
rings. |have made a graduated set of laps, 
from one inch diameter soft aluminum 
tubing. My first lapis .995 diameter, about 
one foot long. | start with this undersize 
lap so that | will not take excess metal 
from the upper area in the rings. | load the 
lap with 340 grit compound and start lap- 
ping, using lapping oil. You will be amazed 
at the pattern of metal removal. | end up 
with a .998 diameter lap, and | lap until | 
get about 85% lapped area. 

#18) Clean up. Install scope. Check 
that caps do not bottom out. If they do, re- 
move enough metal from the top caps to 
insure a slight gap. 

A hell of a chore, right? Fortunately, it 
can be simplified. Use the rings made by 
George Kelbly. They are made in matched 
pairs, and are dead true. Don’t mix them. 
Use only as a pair, as received. Don’t mix 
the caps. The caps are stamped with 
matching letters. When installing caps, be 
sure that the same letters are facing each 
other. To use these rings on actions other 
than a Stolle, | much prefer to use a 
“strap” base (a Bridgemount) made by 
Alvin Davidson. | know that he has them 
for XP-100 and Remington 700 actions; 
possibly more are available. 

However, to insure centered optics, 
and torque free mounting, you should still 
follow steps #1, #2, #3, #4, #5, #6, #7, 
#8, #10, #11, #12, #13 and #15. The 
Davidson “strap” and Kelbly rings will 
cost you about $80.00 plus postage; but 
you will have cut your time, at least, in 
half. 

Now if | had billed you $50 or $75 for this 
job, you would think that | was price goug- 
ing. But | went through every step in the 
process, just as | spelled it out, on your 
rifle. | have taught my regular customers

how to do it. As a practice, it ties up my 
collimator and vise for too long a 
period. 

On BR case work, for future reference, 
my charges are as follows: 

1.) Form to 6MM in two 


stages 25¢ each 
2.) Inside bore 75¢ each 
3.) True bases 25¢ each 
4.) Outside turn 50¢ each 


That may seem high, but it is what it 
costs to run my machines, plus a nominal 
payment for my time. 

As | look back over this letter, I'll be 
darned if | know how you talked me into 
the letter portion of the job, Dave. | hate 
paperwork. | never went higher than Col- 
onel in the Air Force because | used to 
grab every opportunity to get out of the 
office, and into an airplane cockpit. 

| hope the gun shoots well for you. As 
far as the gun and the brass go, you got 
my best. Let me know how things turn 
out.

P.S. As | re-read the above, | see that | left 
out one important point. For Pete’s sake 
(as well as your own sake) check the 
screw length of the front screw in the front 
scope base. If it touches the barrel, it will 
not help the rifle’s accuracy one bit. And, 
when you finally get frustrated enough to 
take off the barrel (having incorrectly con- 
cluded that it is not a very good barrel), 
when that screw gets mixed up with the 
barrel threads, you will have just about 
the biggest barrel of worms that you ever 
saw.

Some comments regarding rod guides, 
bore savers, etc. 

My description of a good rod guide 
follows: 

1. Fits the receiver at least as good as, 
or better than the bolt. 

2. The OD and ID are concentric. 

3. The bore of the rod guide is only a 
few thousands larger than the cleaning 
rod. Additional clearance for a brush or 
patch renders the rod guide useless. 

4. Bore guides that feature a bolt stop 
groove or a handle that hooks in the bolt 
handle cut should be counterbored for the 
brush. 

5. The rod guide should extend back 


past the trigger cut. 6/2 to 7” OAL is about 
right. 

6. Any good non-metallic material (ex- 
cept aluminum) is OK. Even wood. Alumi- 
num can scratch the rod coating and lead 
to pickup that will scratch the barrel bore. 

7. A rod guide as | have described 
should cost between $15 to $20. A mod- 
est price to pay for long healthy barrel life. 

As you can see | concur with Al 
Davidson ALMOST 100%. The majority 
of the rod guides offered today are noth- 
ing more than a device to keep cleaning 
solvents out of the trigger. The internal 
and external dimensions are far too slop- 
py, as is the concentricity. | personally 
feel that O-ring seals in the chamber are a 
gimmick for shooters too lazy to properly 
clean the chamber after cleaning the bar- 
rel. (the last sentence should/will proba- 
bly get me lynched) 

Again my congratulations to You and 
the Cast for a job well done.

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ODDS AND ENDS 
BY ED SHILEN 


We build a lot of 22-250’s, Swifts and 
Cheetahs with 14 inch twists. The reports 
we have gotten back from customers is 
that the 14 inch twist barrels sometimes 
stabilize the 68 grain hollow point boat 
tails and sometimes they don’t. That 
means the 14 inch twist is marginal re- 
garding stabilizing that heavy bullet. | am 
now recommending our customers to use 
the 12 inch twist for the long heavy 22 cali- 
ber bullets. 

Everybody knows that for bench shoot- 
ing our case necks have to be concentric 
to within .0001 inch and chamber neck 
clearance very tight. Right?? Recently | 
put together some 6mm PPC rifles and 
the shooters did not want to do neck turn- 
ing. The brass was used exactly as it 
came from Sako. Neck concentricity var- 
ied on the average of .001 inch. Chamber 
neck size was .270 inch. The rifles shot 


Schultz had simular results shooting un- 
turned neck!! The theorists should have 
fun with that one. 

Merrill said “If you want to evaluate a 
rifle action, just dry fire it from the bench 
with a 24X or 36X scope on top, and ob- 
serve the crosshairs jump. Pick the rifle 
and action that has the least jump.” Sorry 
Merrill, it doesn’t work that way. It’s an 
“old wives tale” that has been around for 
along, long time. You can’t get a bullet to 
the target by dry firing on an empty cham- 
ber. A rifle on a rest reacts entirely differ- 
ently, in regards to cross-wire jump, be- 
tween dry firing on an empty chamber and 
having the firing pin fall cushioned by the 
primer. 

Compare dry firing on an empty cham- 
ber with dry firing on a fired case. The 
fired primer will cushion the blow the 
same as a live primer would. The pin fall 
on a primer will “jar” the crosswires but a 
small fraction of the amount the wires will 
jump when the pin falls on an empty 
chamber. 

Fact is, if the crosswires don’t jump a 
bunch when the pin falls on an empty 
chamber, it could mean something is 
wrong. Like a “draggy” firing pin and/or a 
weak spring. 

Relative to the cross-wire jump: on alot 
of rifles the bolt handle will “jump up” 
when the rifle is dry fired on an empty 
chamber. Don’t worry about it. That han- 
dle won’t move when the pin comes down 
on a primer.

Dear Dave; 
“Head Space —-vs— Gap Space” 

The subject | want to mouth off about is 
one that gets me all worked up every so 
often when a gun comes to me for work 
and | find one particular dangerous condi- 
tion. For convenience in discussion, I’ve 
decided to refer to the thing I’m talking 
about as gapspace. It is different than 
headspace and should not be confused 
with it. It is the distance from the rear of 
the chamber to the face of the bolt. It is the 
zone where the chamber walls do not sup- 
port the case. In that zone the brass alone 
must resist and contain the chamber 
pressure. I’m sure that most gunsmiths 
are aware of the hazard involved when 
that space is allowed to be too large for 
the brass in use. However, there are some 
smiths who are not making sure the 
gapspace is small enough, a mistake that 
can cause serious injury. | hope | do not 
offend those that are doing the job right 
but | damn well hope | shake up the oth- 
ers. Also | would like the opportunity to 
warn people who are just starting to do 
barrel fitting work so they do not unthink- 
ingly deliver a product that can cost 
someone his eyesight. When | studied 
gun smithing, great emphasis was placed 
on getting the headspace right but no 
warnings were offered about gapspace. 
To date | have never seen warnings in 
print. 

The most critical situation occurs when 
the PPC case, the M-16 extractor and the 
Remington bolt are combined but it can 
happen on any bolt. If the gapspace is big- 
ger than it should be for the kind of brass 
in use, the brass can easily fail dumping 
high pressure gas in the shooter’s face. 
This some times carries away the extrac- 
tor converting it into a projectile. This 
condition has several degrees of bad. 

If one sections a lot of different kinds of 
brass, he can see that they differ from 
each other in a number of ways. The as- 
pect of their construction that is impor- 
tant for this discussion is the rear quarter 
of an inch. They all have relatively solid 
bases and the case walls start with sub- 
stantial thickness and thin out in the web 
zone and finally become quite thin in the 
forward part of the case. It is the base of 
the web and the solid head of the brass 
that are intended to bridge across the 
gapspace. Some brass, like the swift and 
the 30-30 and probably numerous 
gapspace. Some brass, like the swift and 
the 30-30 and probably numerous others 
use a Solid head so deep that it can come 
forward into the inside of the chamber. 
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Others vary in this department to the ex- 
treme in the balloon head in which the 
solid part of the head does not even come 
far enough forward to enclose the primer 
pocket. The PPC case is referred to as a 
semi balloon head, being sort of in be- 
tween in this respect. If you lay your cali- 
pers on a sectioned PPC. You can easily 
convince yourself that the gapspace for 
this case better not exceed 150 thou- 
sandths of an inch, and that 125 would 
have a soothing effect on one’s nerves. 
The head of that case is short from front 
to back and the web thins down rather 
abruptly. The gapspace should be kept 
short enough on all brass so that all of the 
web and preferably the front part of the 
head are enclosed and supported by the 
chamber walls. 

Mistakes are most common on the 
PPC, M-16, Rem. Combination because 
the Remington bolt nose recess is 0.150” 
deep to begin with. With a barrel fit to zero 
clearance, the system is only marginly 
safe. If the smith takes a clean up cut on 
the bolt face or allows some dirt clear- 
ance, the safety margin is greatly re- 
duced. Cases of the 222 pattern usually 
bring the head forward to 0.180” so the 
gapspace can be somewhat larger with- 
out being unsafe. The M-16 extractor 
does not contribute to the primary hazard 
since its nose can be cut back to allow bolt 
nose recesses as shallow as 0.125”. The 
disadvantage in the M-16 appears on 
case failure when it breaks off and goes 
flying in a direction no one cares to think 
about. 

To use the Remington bolt safely with 
the PPC case the bolt nose recess should 
be cut back to 0.125” (this does require a 
changed extractor) and the barrel shoul- 


der and the headspace should be 
changed to close up the gapspace. 

It should be pointed out here that ex- 
cessive gapspace can be built into any 
combination of bolt & case. The pair cho- 
sen here are common in bench rest guns 
and do constitute the combination requir- 
ing the most care in fitting particularly 
since benchresters seem to favor ex- 
tremely high pressure loads. Properly 
done this combination is just as safe as 
any other and certainly holds up its end 
when the aggregates are figured. 

All shooters should examine their fired 
brass looking for what appears to be a 
belt formed at the rear of their cases 
about where the rear of the barrel would 
be when the round is chambered. This 
looks like a step in the case wall. In front of 
the step the case is smaller in diameter 
than in back of the step. If this condition is 
found the gun should not be fired again. 
Not even once. This is a positive indica- 
tion that the gapspace is too large. Justa 
few more pounds per square inch and the 
whole rear end of that case is going to 
shear off giving the shooter a face full of 
trouble. If the shooter wants to check 
gapspace, he can do it as follows. Stick a 
small piece of lead on the front most sur- 
face of the bolt with some thick grease. 
Force the bolt closed crushing the lead 
between the bolt and the rear of the bar- 
rel. Remove and mike the lead. This mea- 
surement is the end clearance over the 
bolt nose. Add to that clearance the depth 
of the bolt recess. This sum is the 
gapspace. Maximum for PPC should be 
0.150” for 222 types 0.180”. 

Headspace must be right for safety but 
gapspace can tear your head off too. Pay 
attention yo all.

Dear Dave: 

BINGO!! We now have three single shot 
rifles shooting Y2 minute groups with plain 
base lead bullets. Following our own ad- 
vice is sure hell and a lot of work! A regular 
30-30 in #1 Ruger, the 30-30 x 1% ina 
Miller De Hass and a 375W in a #1 Ruger. 
We are going to go for broke and see if we 
can also do it in a 45-70 Ruger #1 witha 
Douglas barrel. Probably my down fall 
Slane in bis (from recoil). 

The incredible satisfaction of equaling 
Jacketed match bullets with lead bullets 
in the same single shot rifles! | believe | 
can detail step by step so anyone without 
a machine shop in their basement and oil 
well in their backyard can do the same 
thing. It’s a chain of events that can have 
no weak links or short cuts. Basically the 
rifle must be capable of shooting jacketed 
match bullets in /2 min. groups which is as 
accurately as you would expect the lead 
bullets to be. That alone for a single shot 
rifle is asking a lot but will not be a winner 
unless it can do it. 

Lead bullets can be made as precise 
and accurate as jacketed ones and with- 
out gas checks or swagging or paper 
patching. Studying Lyman’s ballistics ta- 
bles and reading articles | noted that the 
ideal velocity for bucking wind was on the 
low end of all the tables, from 1000 to 
1200 FPS or very high from 2000 on up 
over 3000 FPS leaves lead bullets out, 
plus gives lots of recoil. This low end was 
a delight as the recoil was down and plain 
base bullets were in their element. 

One of my objectives in this game was 
that all this was to be fixed ammo, no 
breach seating. That, of course, makes 
me unpopular with the single shot group. 
The next objective was no fillerin the case 
over the powder, a wad behind the bullet, 
yes, but no filler. 

For smokeless in the 45-70 | probably 
will use plastic bushed cases to reduce 
the space and tests so far on the chrono- 
graph looks good.

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I’m one of those fellows who managed 
to ring a 30’06 chamber neck several 
years ago with dacron filler over my pow- 
der with lead bullets, embarrassing and 
expensive. It was progressive and subtle, 
the cases after a few shots just got harder 
to extract until | noticed the raised ring 
around the neck of the brass. It was a mild 
load of 2400 but most have created a very 
strong shock wave that hammered the 
bullet base into a mushroom while still sit- 
ting in the case neck. I’m just nervous now 
about fillers. 

One thing that dawned on me and | 
haven't seen in print, is the volumnetric 
difference between various powders. Ina 
large case a light and bulky powder 
should be better than a heavy dense one 
that leaves a lot of air space. Just to satis- 
fy my own curiosity, | set my powder 
measurer using 4759 to give 20.6 grain 
wt. Next I ran every powder | could find 
that was remotely usable for reduced 
loads to see what that volume would 
weigh and compare them, surprise, sur- 
prise, yes there is a difference. Here’s a 
list in order of increasing density and less 
desirable for the purpose at hand: 


Red dot — 14.2 gr 
Herco — 15.5 gr 
PB — 16.6 gr 
Unique — 17.1 gr 
7625 — 18 gr 
4756 — 18.7 gr 
4759 — 20.6 gr 
AL7 — 22.6 gr 
2400 — 25.4 gr 
4227 — 26.5 gr 
H322 — 27 gr 
H205 — 27.6 gr 
RE7 — 28.7 gr 
748 — 28.9 gr 
H110 — 30.7 gr 
This is a 30-30 X 1-% case full of

sired velocity of about 1200 FPS with my 
190 gr NEI single grease groove bullet. In 
the process we were after the least veloci- 
ty spread, whether it was at 1100, 1200 or 
1300 FPS which would indicate a “POS- 
SIBLY” accurate load. That word “possi- 
bly” is the catch. Some loads never made 
the range as the barrel leaded badly, even 
using all my tricks. Other powders just 
wouldn’t burn evenly for the case size. 
About five powders looked good and off 
to the the range we went. No sorry, it 
wasn’t the range first, it was the sawdust 
box to see if they were gas cutting or up- 
setting incorrectly. All passed that test. 
At the 100 yd range, only one of the five 
gave promise, 10.4 grains of the 4756 
powder, giving 1400 FPS, the others had 
double or larger groups. At this point | 
was suspicious on lead hardness so | 
made up a group of 4 hardnesses, 12, 16, 
20 and 24 BHN as | had been making the 
previous tests with 20 BHN bullets. That 
test was an eye opener also. The 12 BHN 
group was the tightest and everything 
else got larger by the number with the 24 
BHN spread over 2-¥2” and leading the 
barrel. We were following convention and 
seating against the rifling. So our next 
test was in .020” steps deeper into the 
case, giving about a .030 jump as deep- 
est. That plus using the 10 + 12 BHN bul- 
lets gave us our best groups to date. The 
shortest overall or bullet with the .030 
jump gave the best group. We got several 
5 shot %” and %” groups with the first 
shot out of the clean barrel in the group. 
This was the 30-30 X 1-¥. 

The 375 W paralleled the 30-30 X 1-2” 
but with a 300 gr NEI spitzer multi groove 
bullet that must have a ballistics coeffi- 
cient of .45. | had no idea a pointed lead 
bullet would shoot this well. Here we also 
had to experiment with how many 
grooves to fill with grease, in this case, 3 
out of the 5 worked well, 5 shots in 12” at 
100 yds just makes one ragged hole! This 
should be a good wind bucker while going 
at 1250 FPS with 12.5 gr 4756. Rifle and 
pistol primers gave the exact same veloci- 
ty and group which is hard to believe. 

Now you know what|I’ve been doing the 
last few months. The real test now will be 
at 200 yds. Chronoing those 45-70 black 
powder loads in the basement didn’t 
make me too popular upstairs, damn 
smoke alarms again. The dog still hates 
me, now more. 

| tried to get the velocity down in the lit- 
tle 30-30 X 1-%, but kept ending up 
around 1400 FPS in order to get a uniform 
burn plus accuracy. The regular 30-30 
gave the same problem and ended up at 
1550 with the larger case. Maybe a 32-20 
case would work, but not me this time. 
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STATISTICS 


Bob Biggerstaff (wasn’t there a fellow 
named Biggerstaff that rode with Robin 
Hood? Or am | thinking of Little John?) of 
Winchester, Kentucky recently provided 
us with a few interesting statistics .... 
which we pass along for you to ponder 
(pondering is a very good way to keep out 
of trouble .... unless you are pondering 
while you should be working, of course). 

The ambitious Mr. Biggerstaff re- 
viewed the last twenty issues of PS, con- 
centrating on the match sections of both 
the IBS and the NBRSA. Only shoots of 
100 plus 200 yards went into the comput- 
er, and 312 grand aggregates were duly 
considered. Now, listen up.... 

— 118 (38%) of the grand agg winners 
were also the 200 yard winner. 

— 78 (25%) of the grand agg winners 
were also the 100 yard winners. 

— 69 (22%) of the grand agg winners 
did not win either yardage 

— 47 (15%) of the grand agg winners 
won both yardages. 

Out of 56 ranges reporting, 13 of them 
did not report 200 yards .... whichis a 
pretty good indication that their range fa- 
cilities were limited to the shorter yard- 
age. Thus, 24% of our reporting ranges 
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were likely to be 100 yard ranges only. 

Mr. Biggerstaff then leaves the world 
of cold, hard statistics, and confides to 
the editor a dream that he has been nurs- 
ing. He wants, some day, to show up ata 
benchrest match with a .30-338. He pro- 
poses to cut the barrel off to an 18 inch 
length, counter bore the muzzle about 
two inches, and run about 5 gas ports 
down each side of the barrel. What he’s 
looking for is a20 bench range, and hopes 
that he draws bench number ten, the .30- 
338 shoots only passing fair, but he fig- 
ures that every time he touches off 70 
grains of 4350 powder ... . there should 
be about five shooters right off the paper 
every shot. At the end... .ifhe’s the only 
guy with an official agg . . . . he should be 
the winner, as he sees it. 

Men, let’s keep our eyes open for this 
guy, Biggerstaff. I’ve just stopped his 
subscription. | mean, we’re all in this to- 
gether. What region is Kentucky in, any- 
way? As | recall the minutes of the ’85 
Board of Directors meeting, Kentucky is 
part of the Eastern Region now. Stan.... 
it’s up to you to stop this madman. We're 
right behind you, buddy. About 100 yards 
behind you; we’re the guys wearing two 


sets of ear muffs. Don’t take any backtalk 
from him, Stan. We’re right behind you. 
Uh, fellas, lets step back another 100 


yards. . .

JEFF SUMMERS, of Knoxville, Ten- 
nessee fired the second official screamer 
group of 1986, with an .097 in the heavy 
varmint class, at 100 yards, on February 
23rd, at Fayette, Alabama. Jeff shot a 
6PPC, Hall action, Shilen barrel (probably 
a 4 groove), Leupold 36x scope, and a 
light load of 26.0 grains of T-322 with 
Fowler 66 grain bullets, in a rifle smithed 
by Harold Broughton, and stocked by 
Sinclair.

Dear Dave, 

I’m quite pleased with the new Federal 
“American” brass that we of the Cast re- 
cently received. Not only did Hugh Reed 
make good on the promised delivery, but 
he has also provided a case that is identi- 
cal, in all common dimensions, with the 
regular production 30-30 counterpart. 
This is really as much as we could possi- 
bly have expected from a factory (tooling 
up for a different dimensioned case form 
is a heck of a chore). We have found the 
Federal 30-30 brass to be, far and away, 
the most uniform in weight, body-wall and 
neck-wall uniformity, and next to the thin- 
nest 30-30 case (Remington makes the 
thinnest). 

Your suggestion for a name of “Ameri- 
can” for the case has been unanimously 
accepted by everyone that I’ve spoken to. 
The consensus opinion is that we're tired 
of seeing the word “Russian‘ on our car- 
tridge cases! 

Several of us who have received a sam- 
pling of the new 30-30 cases with small 
primer pockets have made cursory 
checks, and have found them quite ac- 
ceptable, on the basis of selection by 
weight and neck wall thickness uniformi- 
ty. Of course they are not all perfect, but 
the majority are of benchrest quality and 
did very well in the rifles of Dave Tooley, 
Charlie Lahay, and Jim Schultz. | was of 
course disappointed in the results found 
by Merrill Martin and Creighton Audette. 
However we are all aware of items that 
(on paper, and in theory) should not shoot 
Seana but shoot, and shoot well. . . they 
do. | think this case may well be one of 
those “strange things”. 

Using a few of the cases, selected 
ONLY by weight, Jim Schultz formed 
them (in considerable haste) to his version 
of the 6 MM Wasp, and WITHOUT EVEN 
TURNING THE NECKS (he uses a .270 
chamber neck), proceeded to fire a .250 
agg at 100 yards a .225 agg at 200 yards 
. .. good enough to whup-up on everyone 
at last weekend’s “money” shoot at a re- 
gional club. (Note that | alone of all your 
columnists continue to speak in the dia- 
lect of my native region). Jim used 4895 
powder, and his own 70 grain boat tail bul- 
lets, and allowed as how he had to in- 
crease his load a click or two, since the 
new case has slightly more capacity than 
his regular cases made with Winchester 
brass. 

It would seem that some of this goes 
against the opinions expressed by T.J. 
Jackson and Ken Glanzer as they appear 
in this month’s issue of P.S. It seems that 
T.J.’s secret of success may well be the 


neck boring that he does to assure uni- 
formity of case neck and body. As | think 
back, 15-20 years ago, many of us tried 
Norma and DWM brass, as well as Sako, 
and found it all too soft in the .222s and 
.222 variants that we were firing at the 
time ... much the same as today’s PPC 
cases will need resizing or even discard- 
ing after they have been loaded “hot” fora 
period of time. These cases will not take 
that much full sizing, and the primer pock- 
ets loosen up noticeably after some hot 
loads. 

Tooley and Lahay both are using loads 
just slightly greater than their regular 6 
PPC loads, since our version of the Wasp 
has about .5-.7 grains more of water ca- 
pacity than the PPC. Very significantly, 
Charlie's rifle, after two full days of firing 
the same set of cases in all four classes, 
would still chamber and extract those 
cases, using only my little finger! 

However, in this brass, like any other, 
I’m sure that things will begin to get sticky 
if you use heavier (70 grain and up) bul- 
lets, and too many real hot loadings of 
4198-T 322 or H 335. 

Our initial determination of case size, 
length, and dimensions was made by in- 
terpolation and extrapolation (Editor: 
huh?) of available loading data of the orig- 
inal .219 Wasp from reliable source manu- 
als. This initially resulted in a case body 
length .050 longer than the original Wasp 
for 6 MM configuration. This proved to be 
just too much case capacity (38.2 grains 
of water), although it did perform well with 
moderate charges of 4895 and 70 grain 
bullets. (Editor: well, so much for interpo- 
lation and extrapolation). We concluded 
that the brass of the Wasp’s heyday must 
have been a lot thicker, and we proceeded 
to shorten our chambers. We now feel 
that a body length (face of head to point of 
shoulder) of 1.285” is just about right with 
the new Federal brass case. Having 
learned from our earlier errors, Dave 
Tooley started out with a body length of 
1.150” for his first .224 on the new case. 
And this seems to be very near ideal ca- 
pacity for that size bore. More testing in 
actual competition with both calibers 
should resolve all this by mid-season next 
year. 

With the Federal case now a reality, 
some degree of standardization is sure to 
evolve; since we of the Cast are all rea- 
sonably close together on our reamer di- 
mensions. | have been forming cases with 
just two dies, both of which came from 
Fred Vieron at Hollywood Reloading 
Tools, at standard prices yet. The 30-30 
cases are first run through a shortened 
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full-length .25 Remington die, to set the 
shoulder back to approximate location. 
Excess neck is then cut off with a rigid 
mini-tubing cutter. The case is then taken 
to final form in a Hollywood full-length 
.219 Wasp die having a .407 diameter 
O.D. at the point of the shoulder. (Fred 
has three different .219 Wasp dies: The 
.407 shoulder, the .404 shoulder, and a 
Vernor Gipson Wasp, the exact dimen- 
sions of which is not sure ... the darn 
thing dates back almost 30 years). The 
case is withdrawn over a long, tapered 
.243 expander button, custom made for 
me by Les Schimpf, and made to fit the 
decapping rod assembly. For the soon to 
come .22 Wasp version | have a .22 Wil- 
son Arrow die from Hollywood, and a .225 
Winchester die from RCBS, both being 
appropriately shortened, and I'll use 
whichever one works best in producing 
the 1.150”-1.175” length case. Both of 
these, as well as the above mentioned 
Hollywood Wasp dies, contemplate rath- 
er large neck diameters (.260) for a .224, 
and currently require little or no lapping 
out for 6 MM, and probably will require 
only a pass with the expander ball that 
matches my neck turning pilot for .224 
cases. Although after Jim Schultz's reve- 
lation about .270 neck chambers, I’m 
wondering if we perhaps shouldn't be re- 
thinking some of our past ideas on neck 
turning! Back to square number one! 

Anyway, for the 6 MM Wasp American, 
| would propose the following dimen- 
sions, set upon arimless configuration, to 
allow the reamer to be run in either further 
or less. Runin more, and | would think that 
you would have a pretty decent hunter 
class cartridge.

Also, the .224 size Wasp, as of right now and pending further testing would look like

Of course rim diameter can be turned down from the factory .496-.497 to just about 
whatever your little heart (and bolt face) desire. | certainly can find no enthusiasm for 
.222 bolt face size (.376) however! 

It occurs to me (opinion, here) that Merrill and Creighton may have been unduly influ- 
enced by runout on the rim O.D. .005-.007. This is not acritical area, and because Feder- 
al obviously added about 6 grains of metal to make up the difference between large and 
small primer pocket dimensions, and still provide a web thickness of .180-.185, the rim 
diameter was probably allowed to fall where it would. | mention this because we took an 
admittedly good case from one lot of 25, and using a far more sophisticated (and expen- 
sive) device than the Audette gauge, found it to be the most perfect case we ever mea- 
sured as regards wall thickness uniformity!

dinary working stiffs, raising families and 
competing for an everyday living who 
enjoy varmint hunting and hole punching 
in a portion of their free time. These peo- 
ple read! Magazines, books and yes, 
many are PRECISION SHOOTING sub- 
scribers and/or members of either the IBS 
or NBRSA. Granted that only a small per- 
centage of them will ever compete but 
they ARE aware of the PPC, the Stolle ac- 
tion, the Hart barrel, the Leupold scope, 
Wally Siebert AND the PPC. (Editor: What 
about me? Are they aware of me? Why am 
| always forgotten?) 

It was because | saw this awareness 
and interest constantly that | decided to 
help them to emulate the benchrest 
shooter — at least to the extent of acquir- 
ing a usable and functional PPC for their 
amusement. From this idea our POOR 
MAN'S PPC was born and the interest 
and reception has been far greater than | 
had ever imagined. Here is what we have 


The Following is from information 
sheets prepared for _ interested 
shooters. 

There are many serious shooters who 
would like to try a PPC rifle but just can’t 
or won’t go the Custom Competitive rifle 
at $1700 or the semi-customed 40-XBBR 
at just under $1000. For them this might 
just be the solution. 

We use brand new Remington 700 BDL 
Varmint rifles with which to start. Only 
two original calibers have the correct 
twist to make a PPC and both of those 
make an excellent .22 PPC rifle with 23” 
barrel capable of frequent %” five shot 
groups at 100 yards. The repeater ver- 
sion, sought by some varmint bounty 
hunters will do 13”. 

Here are the specs: Barrel is removed, 
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tenion cut off, newly TRUE threaded and 
chambered using a tight neck reamer. 
The action is faced square, the bolt face 
also faced square, the locking lugs lapped 
in and the extractor altered for the PPC 
case head. A Jones honed 700 trigger (15 
oz.) with safety is installed and the entire 
assembly is pillar bedded into it’s original 
NEW stock and torqued at 60 inch pounds 
using the installed and fitted hex bolts. 

The PPC cartridge presents probably 
the most versatile and accurate case de- 
sign ever. Dedicated experimenters have 
been working for nearly ten years trying to 
improve it. Nothing has been accom- 
plished. The PPC reigns supreme. Most 
good powders SHOOT! Vary the charge 
— they still SHOOT! Change seating 
depth — still SHOOTS! It has two minor 
drawbacks however which you should be 
aware of: the case is imported from Fin- 
land and there are times when supply is 
scarce. This can be overcome by the sen- 
sible purchase of an extra hundred cases. 
Many BR shooters wear out a barrel with 
less than 50 cases — 2000 plus rounds! 
The chamber is tight neck tolerance and 
REQUIRES the outside neck turning of 
cases before firing — a simple procedure 
for which we have excellent tools. 

If you have access to 1” micrometers 
and know how to read them the neck turn- 
ing procedure is simple and intriguing.

— also it has superb quality. Seater, neck 
sizer, full length dies and case gauges are 
in stock at all times. These are hand, mal- 
let or arbor press type dies mandatory for 
the quality of grouping quoted. 

Loading cartridges for the Poorman’s 
.22 PPC is not difficult at all. The NEW 
.220 Russian case is neck turned to 
achieve a wall thickness of .010”. Thus 
the two sides and the bullet total a loaded 
neck diameter of .244”. 

.010” + .010” + .224” = .244” 

As the rifles have a neck INSIDE diame- 
ter of .246” you have .001” clearance all 
the way around. Some prefer to turn the 
case necks to .0095” which results in a 
loaded round diameter of .243” and a 
clearance of .0015” all the way around the 
cartridge neck. Either measurementis su- 
perb for accuracy shooting. 

If a loaded round of .244” is accom- 
plished you would need a Wilson bushing 
size .241”. If the loaded round is .243” 
you would need a Wilson bushing. 
Fireforming is best done with 4895 pow- 
der, either Hodgdon or DuPont and usual- 
ly from 25 - ¥2 to 26 grains is the preferred 
fireforming charge. After that one can in- 
crease the charge carefully in ¥% grain in- 
crements up to about 28 grains. There is 
no danger but too heavy loading could ex- 
pand the case heads and require full 
length sizing and short life for the brass. In 
five years of shooting my .22 PPC | have 
never once unwrapped a full length die. 

Cases should be checked for length 
after the SECOND firing BUT it is very 
doubtful you will ever NEED to trim. Some 
prefer to sort for the shorter cases and

then trim all cases to that length. To this 
date no cases have ever been made that 
will reach the maximum shown in the 
books. Apparently a measurement trans- 
lation loss between Finnish and U.S. 

Some shooters try H-322 powder 
though | have never cared for it’s fast 
pressure peaking characteristics in this 
case. A powder that does exceptionally 
well is Norma 201 but it is very hard to lo- 
cate. Don’t let it’s higher price scare you, 
there is way over a pound in every can and 
it measures and burns beautifully. 

From the above data you can see that 
we have found yet another way for the 
shooting hobbyist to emulate the true 
shooting competitor. While these rifles 
would not be competitive at any Regis- 
tered bench rest match they will shoot 
small groups that will amaze you, do a su- 
perb job on varmints and clean up local 
turkey shoots and informal matches. 
Want to be a shooting emulator — Try a 
Poor Man’s PPC.

Thinking about some of the comments 
in the February, 1986, issue of PRECI- 
SION SHOOTING, it seems to me we 
might have come up with a situation 
where the pot’s calling the kettle black. 
The comments were included in the arti- 
cles “The Lesser Lights” by Dave Bren- 
nan and “The Factory Rifle” by Rick 
Hornbeck. 

Both of those guys are friends of mine, 
and one side of me — the benchrest 
shooter side — says, “Right on, fellas.” 
The other side, one | hope is a little more 
practical, says, “How come we're 
screaming ‘foul’ when a lot of the ‘prob- 
lems’ we’re screaming about are the re- 
sults of our own doing?” 

Ye Olde Editor offered the following in 
the way of concluding comments in his ar- 
ticle “The Lesser Lights”: 

“If Remington were, some day, to 

callin a couple of engineers and tell 

them ... ‘l want formed BR brass. 

Don’t tell me you can’t because you 

are on the project until you either 

solve it, or you retire, or you die. 
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See the #3BR Match Grade Powder 
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Thank you. Good day. Get out. ‘... 
They could just restore their tar- 
nished name in the accuracy world. 
Too bad... atone time, Remington 
was the only factory that gave a 
damn about accuracy. Today, no 
one does.” 
| wonder what the good folks at 
Leupold (makers of the telescope we use 
almost to exclusion), Federal (who make 
our primers and went out on what | would 
consider something of a liability limb to 
provide small-pocketed 30-30 brass), 
L.E. Wilson (makers of those bullet seat- 
ers | see So many of at accuracy match- 
es), and Sierra will think if — or when — 
they read those comments? The prod- 
ucts turned out by those people are not 
perfect (what is?), but our “problems” 
would certainly be worse without them. 
Like Dave, | WOULD like to see Rem-

ington come “online” with factory-formed 
BR brass — evenif the factory-formed of- 
fering were limited to 7MM — as | person- 
ally feel the case offers more potential 
than the PPC. But Remington, like every 
other business, stands or falls on profits 
and losses. When you get right down to 
the bottom line, benchrest shooters (in 
terms of numbers) hardly make a pimple 
on the proverbial shooter’s butt. Those 
who doubt the numbers might want to 
compare the combined circulation of THE 
AMERICAN RIFLEMAN/THE AMERI- 
CAN HUNTER with that of PRECISION 
SHOOTING. It’s human nature to be 
somewhat zealous about one’s interests. 
Manufacturers must take a_ broader 
view. 

| would point, too, to the “flap” a couple 
of years back regarding the Remington 
action vs the custom action as the basis 
for a benchrest rifle. | still feel the custom 
action is more cost effective UNLESS you 
already own a Remington action. While 
my mechanical knowledge is admittedly 
limited, | feel some of the gunsmiths who 
wrote in that series were overly critical in 
their comments regarding the Remington 
action. We should also bear in mind that 
not every custom action is the little jewel 
of precision we might expect considering 
the “custom” label and the price involved. 
In terms of percentages, the quality of the 
custom action is decidedly better .. . but 
perfect, they ain't. When it comes to 
Remington’s “support” of the accuracy 
game, my feeling is that we’ve made our 
bed and really have no right to grumble 
too loudly about it. Have we forgotten the 
old adage, “One hand washes the 
other”? 

Rick Hornbeck’s comments in “The 
Factory Rifle”, while objective and valid, 
missed, to my way of thinking, a few rath- 
er important points. First, the factory of- 
ferings, ‘tho expensive, are still generally 
cheaper than a custom built benchrest 
rig. While | certainly wouldn't be happy 
paying $400 to $500 for a factory rifle with 
a chamber runout of .031”, you still — 
more or less — get what you pay for in 
this world. Given today’s costs of manu- 
facturing (materials, labor, benefits, etc.) 
the expectation of custom tolerances ina 
factory rifle would be nothing short of a 
boon to the custom gunsmiths. With labor 
costs being what they are, | think it is quite 
reasonable to assume that such a factory 
rifle would be more expensive than the 
custom jobs. 
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There is a difference between “toler- 
ance” and shoddy workmanship. The 
poorly chambered rifle which was re- 
turned to the factory only to be turned 
around with a letter stating the chamber 
was “within factory tolerances” WAS a 
sham, but how many people take the time 
to even TRY to do something about that 
sort of shoddy workmanship? The edi- 
tor’s comment, “I hear America singing,” 
applies to BOTH sides of the coin! There 
are, unfortunately, all too many consum- 
ers who have come to expect shoddy 
workmanship as the norm. How much do 
you want to bet that the very guy (or gal) 
who turned out that chamber complains 
about the quality of cars (or whatever) 
while sipping a cold beer after work? | 
think it’s fair to say, in the main, manufac- 
turers don’t “get by” with shoddy work- 
manship ... we let them get by with it. 

Second, the vast majority of factory ri- 
fles are not chambered for “benchrest” 
cartridges. Applying benchrest standards 
to a shooting world where "bigger is bet- 
ter” seems to be the norm in terms of car- 
tridges is akin to comparing apples to or- 
anges. They're alike only in that they are 
both fruits .. . or rifles. It would be nice if 
the 223 Rick was working with had shot 
well, but there are some compromises 
which must be made. . . and understood. 
It would be an improvement if 223 rifles 
wer fitted with 1:14” twist barrels rather 
than the more common 1:10” or 1:12” 
twists. But the factories DO have to con- 
sider the owner who MIGHT be shooting 
military ammunition in his 223 at some 
point in time. The lesson Remington 
learned when they introduced the 244 
Remington with a 1:12” twist has NOT 
been lost on manufacturers. If we want 
mass-produced products at mass- 
produced prices, compromise is some- 
thing we have to put up with. 
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Too, the problems of product liability 
are reflected in the rifles we buy today. 
Heavy triggers are a direct result of prod- 
uct liability. The cost of defending‘against 
liability certainly can’t be expected to do 
anything positive for workers’ wages. 

Like Rick and Dave, | would like to see 
better products coming from the facto- 
ries. Once one has become accustomed 
to the accuracy potential of a custom 
benchrest rifle, the factor offerings loom 
pale in comparison. But | also feel that too 
much in the way of complaint coming from 
the benchrest community is a cheap shot. 
We have, for the most part, turned our 
backs on the major manufacturers ... 
walked away with one finger held high in 


the air. 
While | don’t want to sound like a facto- 


ry rep for Rugeminchester, | do feel the 
manufacturers are more “attuned” to the 
needs of their customers than we might 
give them credit for. It appears to me that 
a great deal has been done by the facto- 
ries in the past few years in the name of 
the silhouette shooters. Trouble is, the 
benchrest community is not very high on 
factory customer lists. Our highly special- 
ized needs are COMPLETELY out of line 
with common sense in terms of product li- 
ability. We are, to arms and ammunition 
manufacturers, very much like the preg- 
nant woman is to the obstetrician in Mas- 
sachusetts. What more can we expect 
than the treatment we’ve gotten? 

| personally feel that Dave has come up 
with a great idea in his “fun gun” matches. 
There appears to be an ideal division. The 
fellow with the limited budget, the fellow 
with the Remington 700 Varminter, the 
very fellow that we have been unable to 
getinto benchrest competition. . .has the 
expert class to himself ... it requires a 
factory action, factory barrel, wood 
stock, and no wildcats allowed. On the 
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We also provide a wide range of gun- 
smithing services, including chambering 
and complete rifles. 
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other hand, the fellow who likes to change 
things (and has a personal budget to allow 
it) has the master class, where 40X ac- 
tions, rebarreling and wildcat cartridges 
are allowed (although ruling out custom 
actions, and still requiring a wood stock). 
If we can get enough people firing in these 
matches, the expert class of the fun gun 
competition will be our very best way of 
providing a bridge of communication to 
the arms factories ... because, for the 
first time, their direct products will be in 
competition on a benchrest firing line. I, 
for one, would like to see the fun gun idea 
prosper, and | hope we can re-establish 
some relations with the rifle manufactur- 
ing community for the benchrest world. In 
the long run, we would each be the better 
off for it.

You’ve just 
shot a zinger or two in practice or at a 
match. You show up at work Monday 
morning and can’t wait to show it off. The 
people you work with are not Benchrest 
shooters and literally know nothing about 
it. However, they are sportsmen and 
hunters. They zero in their rifles in the fall 
of the year off of sand bags or whatever is 
handy and go hunting a week or so later. 
They consider themselves good Riflemen 
and tell stories of 600 yard offhand kills, 
amazing running shots, and they always 
nail their buck in the head or neck. 

Eager to share with them a 5 round 
group that the paper won't allow a bullet 
to drop through when carefully placed in 
the hole, you whip it out and exclaim, 
“Take a look at this one. Shot it over the 
weekend!” 

They study it for a moment and then 
comment, “But you didn’t hit the 
bull’s-eye.” 

Your stomach tightens involuntarily 
and your mind picks up all the signals. 
“Here we go,” you say to yourself. You 
begin explaining the whole Benchrest 
game to him knowing full well that it’s all 
for nothing. Explanations are only seen as 
excuses. The conversation rapidly deteri- 
orates. There’s none of the hoped for re- 
actions, like: “Wow, that’s amazing! 
That’s 5 rounds? How did you do that? 
Wow, wow!” 

Instead, the comments range from: 
“Ya, but can you hit what you’re aiming at 
instead of just where the group forms” to 
“A real hunter, unlike a paper puncher, 
hits what he’s aiming at offhand with iron 
sights. Anybody can shoot off of a dead 
rest.” 

Well, being the type that doesn’t learn 
too fast, | would, in my enthusiasm, bring 
in more groups some weeks later having

forgotten the prior abuse. Eventually, all 
of this began to rancor me until one day at 
acompany party, | really blew it. The con- 
versation had turned to feats of prowess 
with a rifle. To say the least, | began to let 
my alligator mouth overload my hum- 
mingbird ... mmmmhhh. | was making 
and taking bets which originated primarily 
from the bottom of a Chivas bottle. The 
shots that | claimed | could make were 
amazing. They stemmed from the frustra- 
tion and anger of not being able to com- 
municate the essence of Benchrest, the 
amazing accuracy and quality of the rifles, 
the superb skill of their creators and the 
pure excitement of firing such a group 
with one of these rifles. 

“Listen,” | heard my big mouth saying, 
“I can take the head off of any man you 
choose on a $2 bill. | can take the flag off 
the top of the White House without touch- 
ing the flag pole ona $20 bill.” The bet that 
intrigued them was when | stated that | 
could take the eagle’s head off a quarter 
“without ruffling his feathers.” This 
seems rather spectacular when one laysa 
6mm bullet base down on a quarter over 
the eagle’s head (and | just happen to 
have both laying around in my pocket to il- 
lustrate with). 

The conversation turned to moving tar- 
gets, something a Benchrest man has no 
appreciation for. “Oh, no,” | quipped, “not 
only will | hit a rolling golf ball at 100 yards, 
but I'll hit a 1/4” dot painted on it! And if 
you think that’s something, I'll start it roll- 
ing by first knocking the eagle’s head off a 
quarter without touching the feathers.” 

Talk about running myself into a 
corner. 

Apparently | had finally gotten their at- 
tention because money began appearing 
everywhere. After all bets were in and 
side bets were made, | could have bought

a brand new rail gun. 

The next morning | was reminded of all 
of this. I’ve never seen such grins of ava- 
rice on people’s faces in my life ... such 
evil and greedy delight. Geez, | thought, 
wonder if | could interest Geraci in... 

| began agonizing over how | was going 
to pull this thing off and save face. | began 
picturing rubber bands, springs, gears 
and other nightmarish devices | would 
have to build. It occurred to me during all 
of this ratiocination that, since the rifle 
could not be easily moved sideways, the 
ball would have to be hit either directly 
above or below the quarter during its roll. 
An additional restriction of the bet was 
that the ball must be hit in less than 8 sec- 
onds after the quarter was hit. 

The light bulb went on and | rushed to 
the hardware store for materials. The re- 
sult is shown in photo #1. The plywood 
board is 10” deep by 44” long. The rail on 
which the golf ball rolls is wood corner 
molding. The plywood frame is hollowed 
out behind the quarter and the impact po- 
sition of the golf ball directly above the 
quarter on the right side of the frame. The 
black dot above the impact position of the 
golf ball is a xerox copy of a quarter, to be 
used as a sighter. 

The quarter is placed between the long 
horizontal dowel and the wooden peg on 
the right end as shown. The golf ball is 
placed at the far left in the groove of the 
corner molding. When the quarter is hit, 
the dowel drops on the right end. The left 
end of the dowel is forced up. The small 
vertical dowel in the left end of the large 
dowel hits the golf ball enough to get it 
started rolling. The speed of the ball is 
varied by lowering or raising the right end 
of the corner molding which sets ona peg. 
The ball’s run from start to the point of im- 
pact is 31 inches. The 1/4” dot on the golf

ball will stay in the center of the ball (as itis 
viewed from the bench) as it rolls, if care- 
fully placed. 

| took the contraption to work the next 
day. They agreed | had indeed brought 
myself a few steps closer to pulling the 
feat off. After a great deal of discussion, 
they finally decided they still had an odds 
on bet due primarily to the difficulty of hit- 
ting the 1/4” dotin the golf ball while it was 
rolling. 

The main heckler in all of this was my 
boss, the plant engineering superinten- 
dent, Mr. Gil Cade. After a few calcula- 
tions, he decided that even if | could calcu- 
late the precise time to shoot, the lag time 
from brain to trigger finger was so acute 
that | didn’t stand a chance. 

Enthusiasm at the time was high. How- 
ever, a problem existed which put a 
damper on the action (thank goodness). 
The winds in Corpus Christi, Texas are 
strong coming off the Gulf. | insisted on a 
7:00 AM show time when the wind is usu- 
ally mild and constant. “Too early,” they 
said, and the bet and gathering never took 
place. 

In mid July, 1985, almost two years 
later, | was preparing to go to the range to 
do some film studies with a friend, Ralph 
Wranker. As | was about to leave, | no- 
ticed the contraption hanging on the wall 
in my loading room. What the hell, | 
thought, why not give it a try. | arrived 
early at the range and was astonished to

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find that there was absolutely no wind. | 
quickly hung the contraption from the 100 
yard backer and began readying my 
equipment. Ralph drove up only moments 
later. 

Ralph had backed me through the 
whole ordeal (he likes the underdog). 
After showing him that the frame was in 
position, | said, “What do you think, ready 
to give it a try?” 

“Let's do it!” he said. 

He positioned his video camera about 
15 yards from the contraption and 10 
yards to the right. 

“Don’t you think we ought to draw aline 
first where you must pull the trigger when 
the front edge of the golf ball reaches it,” 
he cautioned. 

“Let’s just try one first,” | said, being 
lazy. 

After Ralph started the video, | took two 
sighter shots at the xeroxed quarters. 
Luckily the point of aim and the point of 
impact coincided very closely. 

Let me stop here momentarily to offer 
some stats on the rifle and load | was 
using. It is a 6PPC, 10.4 pound sporter

of Big Spring, Texas. The action is a 
Shilen DGA-S with a Shilen 2 oz trigger. 
The barrel is by P.J. Hart with a 1 in 14 
twist. The stock is a McMillan. The scope 
is a Leupold 36X, sent from the factory 
with dot crosshairs without the dot. | load- 
ed 47 on the Culver of T322 with 68 gr 
Snow bullets. The chamber is .261” and 
the brass is turned to .0082’. Sizing is 
done with a Jones using a .258” button. 
The bullet is generally seated so that the 
lands make a mark as wide as it is long. 

After two sighters, | felt that | was as 
ready as I'd ever be. | could see the detail 
of the eagle’s head and beak clearly ... 
BANG! | looked through the scope 4 sec- 
onds later (after reloading) as | slid the rifle 
back into position. Ah ha, | thought, at 
least | hit the quarter because | could see 
the ball rolling. It was about 8” from point 
of impact by this time. | squeezed the bag 
into position. My mind said NOW and | 
fired. | looked back through the scope and 
saw that the corner molding had fallen off 
the peg. | also saw Ralph walking up to 
the contraption. He bent down, searched 
the ground foramoment and then let outa 
war hoop. “You did it,” he said, “and 
we've got it on film!” 

As | walked the 100 yards to see what 
had happened, | thought, | don’t believe 
this. Does Ralph really know what all was 
supposed to happen? Ralph laid the golf 
ball and the quarter back down and 
rushed to the camera. “Pick them up, 
come to the camera and show everyone.” 
As | walked to the camera my only 
thought was: | can’t believe this, I’ll never 
try this again as long as | live.

The results are shown in photo #2. 
Some affects were unexpected. The en- 
trance hole in the golf ball is only the size 
of the bullet’s hollow point. The exit is 
much larger (as expected). The metal 
around the hole in the quarter is rolled 
over on both sides of the quarter; i.e., it 
rolls out on both the entrance and exit 
sides. A magnifying glass reveals that the 
eagle’s head and neck are entirely gone 
but the wings are untouched! 

It took a month to get my boss, Gil 
Cade, to view the film. The VCR we used 
counts seconds and frames. The speed 
was 30 frames per second. The machine 
can be stopped or moved forward and 
back a frame at a time. This revealed that 
it was 6 5/6 seconds between shots. Thus 
| had accomplished the last criteria, i.e., in 
less than 8 seconds.

FINANCIAL CAUTION 


In the past year a certain individual in 
the Southeast section of the United 
States has left several individuals in the 
benchrest world holding the proverbial 
bag for decent sized amounts of money, 
often in the four figure range. At least 
three of our advertisers have been stung 
for substantial amounts; a fourth solved 
the problem by a day long drive to see the 
fellow, and opened the conversation by 
taking said fellow by the throat, to make 
sure that he had his attention. 

The individual in question is not a 
known benchrest figure; | am not certain 
that he has ever shot in a registered 
match. It’s really none of my business, but 
| don’t really like to see people who work 
hard for a living “TAKEN” ... because 
they trusted the word of a snake. 

If you are approached by someone with 
a story of a big contract, or whatever his 
current story is ... and you don’t know 
him ... caution is indicated. The laws of 
libel (unfortunately) prohibit printing his 
name. If you have any doubts about a 
credit order, you might call me. If you men- 
tion the magic name... . I'll be glad to give 
you a few credit references to check with. 

This is costing PS advertising revenue. 
Just last night arather angry chap wanted 
to take out a full page ad, with this guy’s 
picture, in the featured spot. Darn, | hated 
to have to turn him down! But .. . | really 
liked his style. 
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Panic is when a good benchrest rifle 
suddenly stops shooting well. Panic is 
also usually the definition that applies to 
most of us when we try desperately to 
fathom what might have happened — 
often with little or no thought to organiz- 
ing the search. Usually a methodical ap- 
proach will solve the puzzle quicker than 
will flustered jumping up and down and 
tearing at the small amount of remaining 
hair on our heads. A carefully thought out 
approach before things happen and dur- 
ing the off season or away from a match 
may just establish an excellent procedure 
should panic time occur during a match. 

First and foremost is to check ONE 
THING AT A TIME. To correct three 
things, cure the ailment and not know 
which it was might help get one back into 
a match but offers no guarantee that we 
will know where to look or place the blame 
next time or even manage any permanent 
correction to the problem. The suggested 
check points to follow are not listed in any 
particular order though each does repre- 
sent a definite crisis generator that bears 
investigation. 

Loose scopes and/or mounts cause a 
great deal of panic in the super accuracy 
game. The slightest movement can trans- 
late to a very evident error on the 100 or 
200 yard targets. Recoil, time, oil, sol- 
vents, wear and use all take their toll of 
even the tightest screws and the best of 
‘lock-tights’. Scope ring screws are least 
likely to loosen but mount to base, or base 
to action screws represent a constant 
threat to become loose and cause trou- 
ble. A bit of cleaning — a new ‘lock coat- 
ing’, or in an emergency finger nail polish 
— can keep one in business or get him 
prepared again if done as a regular main- 
tenance procedure. 

Scopes can become erratic internally 
and that is a difficult malfunction to spot. 
Whenever a scope is removed from a rifle 
make it a point to shake it in a quiet room 
and listen for any internal movement. 
Some failures can be detected this way 
while others involving slight lens move- 
ment can only be determined by switching 
scopes and trying another on the offend- 
ing rifle. If you have only one scope, 
switch rifles, it may not measure up on the 
other rifle either. Scope failure is not as 
prevalent today as it used to be but ship- 
ping, traveling and rough use still take 
their inevitable toll. 

The internal adjustment scope does 
have another inherent problem that the 
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PANIC TIME

shooter must be aware of. The internal 
adjustments should always be located 
near the center of their travel before initial 
mounting. This can be done by counting 
clicks from extreme left to extreme right 
— WITHOUT FORCING ANYTHING — 
and then setting about half way. Elevation 
adjustments are set the same way. Ideally 
when the scope is mounted it won't take 


more than twenty or so clicks to put it on 
in either direction. One should make every 
effort to achieve alignment within the 
mounts and mounting rather than de- 
pending on extensive internal adjustment 
of the scope. The closer those adjust- 
ments come to the end of travel the more 
chance for freakish behavior from that

scope — now or further down the road. 
First time shooters at 300 yards some- 
times encounter difficulties — never hav- 
ing adjusted for that range before. The 
hellish winds and mirage of Midland, 
Texas sometimes require far more than 
normal windage adjustment. (Kentucky 
windage just won’t hack it in Texas). 

One serious situation that can arise in 
mounting a scope on a Remington or simi- 
lar action is to have the front scope mount 
screw bottom out against the threads of 
the barrel tension. This can cause serious 
problems if a barrel is removed without re- 
moving the mount first AS IS THE CASE 
with a switch barrel rifle. BOTH barrel 
threads and action can be damaged by 
any carelessness on this point. Such 
damage could lead to improper shoulder- 
ing of the barrel and very erratic 
accuracy. 

It should go without saying that proper 
lens cleaning and protection are observed 
at all times. Heavy coats of cleaners and 
lubes splashed on scope lenses do won- 
ders for group size. 

Stock bolts are nearly as bad about 
loosening as are the scope mount 
screws. Another culprit is a stock bolt that 
bottoms out in the hole on some actions 
and while most BR actions are designed 
after the Remington and don’t have this 
fault length should still be checked care- 
fully as should continued tightness. Now 
that the glue-in is beginning to fade in pop- 
ularity and pillar bedding is returning to 
favor attention to stock bolts and tension 
is once again desirable. 

From time to time bedding will cause a 
rifle to give up it’s best accuracy. If the 
changeis drastic it can be easy to spot but

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if of a very gradual nature deteriorating 
bedding can sneak up on a competitor 
and drive him to Pepsi or water instead of 
his favorite suds. Bedding can be rather 
simple to check. Two grouping, ie: two 
shots in one tiny hole and then three in an- 
other tiny separated hole often indicate a 
bedding problem. | once helped illustrate 
an article by the late Bob Hart for PRECI- 
SION SHOOTING that simplified a check 
for bedding about as well as any I’ve ever 
seen. He attached a dial indicator to the 
barrel with the pointer touching the stock 
forend. If playing with either stock screw 
resulted in any appreciable movement the 
bedding was not right. If you don’t own an 
indicator try slightly loosening and/or 
tightening the rear action screw and look 
for a marked difference in grouping as an 
indicator of incorrect bedding. To some 
extent this can be repeated using the 
front stock bolt as well. 

I’ve seen Dave Hall shoot a very re- 
spectable 100 yard group from a pillar 
bedded rifle firing the first shot, then loos- 
ening the rear stock bolt and firing a sec- 
ond. Re-tighten the rear bolt, shoot the 
third and then repeat using the front stock 
bolt. THAT rifle was properly bedded. 
From that time on I’ve been a proponent 
of the “Dave Hall pillar bedding system”. 
I've always had a questionable feeling 
about giving all the credit for this system 
to Dave when in reality it was Marlin 
Bassett and Dave together who worked 
out the system. Catch was that Dave ran 
off that string of 33 World Records so fast 
right after that that most of us tend to for- 
get Marlin completely. 

As newer and often less expensive 
compounds come on the market we have 
tested and re-tested looking for anything 
that might be superior to Devcon. A few 
may have come close to it’s quality level 
but NONE has surpassed it as yet. A visit 
from Dave Hall not long ago confirmed our 
results as well.

Once a rifle is properly bedded using 
this method any further difficulties will 
usually stem from solvents, dirt and 
grease all of which can seem to crawl 
under the action and around the bedding. 
It is therefore necessary to take the bar- 
reled action out of the stock and check for 
any gunk and grease build up. Here again 
cigar lighter fluid is the best cleaner and 
will leave a slight film on the action for pro- 
tection until the next periodic cleaning. 

Slight enlargement of the groups is 
often more frustrating to the shooter than 
near total failure. It helps to realize that 
the bullet’s position with relation to the 
lands can vary from lot to lot of bullets and 
it WILL ALSO change as the barrel is shot 
more. A setting that once had your bullet 
.005” off the lands may grow to .015” to 
.020” over a period of several hundred fir- 
ings. Sometimes a bullet seater stem 
works loose causing the same type diffi- 
culty. A husband and wife shooting the 
same caliber rifles and using the same 
seater can easily lead to seating bullets 
incorrectly. 

It is rare when primers are the cause of 
an erratic shooting rifle. A few times over 
the years certain manufacturers have had 
failures from poor primer quality. Most 
disastrous of these occurred when 
Remington's primer facility was moved to 
Lonoke, Arkansas. As the resulting static 
to the offending companies are very 
heavy little likelinood exists of another ca- 
lamity of this nature. 

Improperly seated primers CAN cause 
problems however. Pockets should be 
carefully cleaned and primers should be 
seated by feel — not by depth settings or 
stops of any kind. 

Powder measures can get mis- 
adjusted. Powder can become damp and 
clot up causing variations and old, im- 
properly stored powder will sometimes 
act up. More often than not however, 
these defects will be slight and are often 
detected because they tend to cause 
groups to string vertically — almost al- 
ways the sign of an ignition problem. | re- 
member a top notch shooter wiping out in 
amatch a few years back when his first re- 
cord shot started printing all over the tar- 
get. Having a set method of loading he al- 
ways threw the first charge from the 
measure into his first match case. A num-

stocks. Check our low, low prices in this 
month’s ad.

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ber of relays later he determined that the 
shooter on his opposite relay was pound- 
ing on the table during his loading. The 
first charge out of the measure had been 
packed and compressed from the pound- 
ing and was accounting for the single wild 
shot on each target. A small but serious 
cause for panic! 

An erratic trigger can open up groups 
drastically. Sometimes a trigger housing 
will contact the stock or its bedding, trig- 
ger pins can work out and rub against the 
inside of the stock as well. While these are 
closely related to a bedding problem they 
are less noticeable and more difficult to 
isolate. A trigger gummed with cleaning 
dregs can be quickly flushed out with 
cigar lighter fluid without removal from 
the stock and save an otherwise lost 
match. The fluid will not attach the stock, 
the finish or bedding though any substi- 
tute beyond either Zippo or Ronson fluid 
should be checked on your stock or finish. 

One of the very last places we think to 
look is at the shooter himself. Whether 
you designate it as operator error, a 
shootee problem or simply a loose nut on 
the buttplate the shooter does need to be 
taken into consideration when solving 
persistently erratic accuracy. Regardless 
of cause — and it can vary from mental or 
physical fatigue to nerves, to worry, sick- 


ness, medication, heat and far too much 
grand preparation the night before the 
shoot — all these can and do effect the 
groups we shoot. How often does a gold 
glove shortstop make two errors in one 
game or the league’s best receiver muff a 
couple of simple passes on a given after- 
noon. It happens even to the best. 

The simplest answer to the shootee as 
a persistent source is to find another 
shooter to try out your rifle and/or you try 
shooting another rifle completely. Unless 
a marked difference in recoil enters into 
the picture the switch of operator and rifle 
will nearly always answer the shootee 
problem. Our tolerance for recoil, move- 
ment and blast vary from month to month 
and year to year. When you leave the city 
for two weeks of back country camping 
the wilderness seems drastically quiet 
and peaceful. At the end of two weeks on 
your return to the city you'll be amazed at 
how damn noisy the city became while 
you were gone. 

I've seen ranges where the acoustic 
blast from my own or other rifles could 
definitely effect concentration. A range 
with benches too high or seats too low will 
sometimes put you in a position where an 
otherwise good fitting rifle will bump you 
more or the scope picture jump into your 
eye enough to destroy concentration. 


Narrow benches can throw the front rest 
and butt stock around into an unnatural 
twist that doesn’t suit your best perform- 
ance. A range than runs noticeably uphill 
can bring the scope image closer to the 
eye causing an imperceptible flinch to the 
rifle and the bullet. 

The current trend of owning one rifle for 
all three Varmint classes has somewhat 
improved the shootee as the cause. It 
used to be that three rifles for three class- 
es required three or more adaptation cy- 
cles. Today with one rifle and a couple of 
switch barrels this chance is drastically 
reduced. However the switch barreled 
rifle can also introduce it’s own variations 
in accuracy. A barrel not being properly 
shouldered up and tightened or dirt in the 
threads or action during a hurried porta- 
ble change are a couple examples. Spac- 
ing washers or ground down recoil lugs to 
provide proper headspace are also a 
DANGEROUS threat. | know of two 
shooters currently living with eye damage 
caused from erroneously placed spacer 
washers between barrel and action. 

Perhaps the secret as to how well you 
can analyze all of these outlined trouble 
sources when a rifle quits shooting will 
determine whether you can recover be- 
fore the end of the match comes or not.

The 
less time it takes him to find the problem, 
the more time remains to make the 
correction. 

One small closing profundity. Every 
shooter develops through three stages. 
In the first stage he HOPES that he can 
shoot, in the second stage he THINKS 
that he can shoot and in the third and final 
stage he KNOWS he can shoot. It is only 
after the third stage has been reached 
that great shooting is done......

SCORE SHOOTING COMES OF AGE 


Due to a few articles that have ap- 
peared in Precision Shooting lately, we, 
the IBS Score Shooting Committee, feel it 
is time many misconceptions regarding 
Score Shooting in IBS be laid to rest. Our 
intention is to present the facts of the 
three class system IBS has adopted to 
improve the Hunter Class competition. 

Since Hunter Class has appeared on 
the scene in the IBS organization, it has 
always taken a back seat to the varmint 
classes. Many people within the ranks of 
Hunter Class decided that it was time to 
take the proverbial bull by the honrs. The 
Hunter Class competitors suggested that 
the Hunter Committee poll the general 
IBS membership at registered shoots and 
propose a solution at the winter meeting 
to the lack of participation in this competi- 
tion. We spent many hours discussing, 
talking to shooters, meeting with the hier- 
archy, and compiling stats. The informa- 
tion gathered pointed to the fact people 
wanted to participate in Hunter Class with 
whatever rifle they had, but to keep the 
Hunter Class rifle intack. The proposal 
was a three class system and it was unan- 
imously approved by the general mem- 
bership at the IBS winter meeting. Ac- 
cording to IBS By-laws, an appointed 
committee has the opportunity to persue 
this type of re-organization and make it 
work. 

Basically our three classes are as fol- 
lows: A Hunter Class rifle has a scope re- 
striction of 6X or less, a stock width of 2% 
inches or less, a weight restriction of 10 
pounds or less, and a cartridge restricted 
to a case capacity equal to 30-30 Win or 
larger (45 grains of water). Also an opera- 
ble magazine which holds two or more 
loaded rounds of ammunition shall be re- 
quired, electric triggers are not permitted 
and the rifle must have an operative safe- 
ty — includes 2 oz. triggers — (any device 
inserted or attached to the trigger guard is 
unacceptable as a safety). Additionally, 
glue ins and custom actions are not per- 
mitted. As you can see the Hunter Class 
rifle was not changed. 

The Varmint Hunter Class rifle must 
meet the Hunter Class restrictions except 
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case capacity. Any center fired cartridge 
is acceptable. We adopted the Varmint 
Hunter Class because long range preda- 
tory hunting in the East is practically non- 
existant today. Due to this fact most clubs 
found Varmint Hunters looking for some 
type of competitive shooting suitable to 
the small case. Many of these predatory 
hunters have gone to the small case rifles 
because of the low noise level of these 
calibers. The feedback from the clubs 
mandated that a class be developed for 
this existing rifle. 

The Varmint for Score Class rifle is any 
center fired cartridge that meets IBS rules 
for Light Varmint or Heavy Varmint com- 
petition. This class was club generated to 
take advantage of the existing rifles and 
provide the Varmint Class shooter with a 
leisurely Sunday afternoon shoot to tune 
up their rifle for upcoming group matches. 
At first, for two years, this class was shot 
as unregistered matches. The competi- 
tors then demanded recognition of this 
class. Again the IBS structure permitted 
this and the Varmint Class was born. 

Since we have introduced the three 
class system to registered IBS matches, 
some confusion arose between the Hunt- 
er Class and the Hunter Class rifle; thus 
the term score shooting evolved. The av- 
erage number of competitors at almost all 
IBS Score Shooting Matches has in- 
creased. There definitely has been an in- 
flux of ladies and young shooters to these 
Sunday afternoon matches. It is nice to sit 
down at the bench and see a pretty lady 
next to you instead of some of those old 
grizzly bears. Since all aspects of 
benchrest are now present at Score 
Shooting Matches, there is more dialogue 
among the shooters. This system allows 
a competitor greater flexibility. He may 
now shoot more than one gun at a match. 
We have, therefore, noticed an increase in 
competitors who are willing to travel long- 
er distances to shoot. Last year we fired 
849 aggregates with as high as 44 com- 
petitors at a single day shoot. There have 
been many benefits derived from the 
three classes for IBS, the shooter, and for 
the host clubs. After all, ISN’T THAT THE
